The  appointment  this  week  by  President- 
elect Monroe  McKay  of  Don  Jensen  as  his  ex- 
ecutive assistant  is  not  so  important,  in  itself 
as  are  the  purposes  of  this  assistant  as  out- 
lined by  McKay. 

Jensen  is  slated  to  take  over  many  of  the 
numerous,  tedious  details  with  which  an  ex- 
ecutive officer  is  oftentimes  burdened. 

The  functions  of  the  assistant  can  be  such 
that  he  may  perform  a valuable  service  to  both 
the  University  and  the  Executive  Council. 

A similar  job,  on  a much  larger  scale,  of 
course,  is  that  held  by  Sherman  Adams  on  the 
staff  of  President  Eisenhower. 


A carefully  selected  individual,  Adams  has 
become  more  of  a public  figure,  and  is  alleged 
to  have  more  practicing  executive  power  than 
the  vice  president  of  this  country. 

It  is  not  anticipated  that  the  delegation  of 
power  by  President-elect  McKay  will  result  in 
the  creation  of  an  appointive  office  which  car- 
ries more  weight  than  the  other  four  Executive 
Council  offices. 

With  a conscientious,  hard  working  student 
filling  the  post,  however,  the  benefits  which 
can  accrue  from  this  move  are  many,  and  the 
actions  and  procedures  of  the  assistant,  as  well 
as  the  results  of  his  efforts,  will  be  watched 
with  interest  next  year.

Dear  Sir: 

I was  very  disappointed  by  a 
statement  attributed  to  me  in 
quotes  in  the  Wednesday  edition 
of  the  Universe.  Perhaps  the

MOSCOW  (AP)— Russia  is  re- 
ported preparing  to  announce  a 
drastic  cutback  in  conventional 
arms  which  may  reduce  her 
armed  forces  to  1 4 million  men 
and  slash  her  military  budget'. 

High  Western  diplomats  in  the 
Soviet  capital  predict  the  Krem- 
lin w'ill  proclaim  a decision  to 
cut  its  armed  forces  to  levels  the 
Soviets  suggested  at  the  recent 
stalemated  East -West  arms  talks 
in  London.  The  cut.  they  said, 
would  not  be  conditional  on  the 
West  joining  in. 

THE  SOVIETS  proposed  at  the 
I^ndon  talks  that  armed  forces 
of  Russia,  the  United  States  and 
Red  China  be  limited  to  l*i  mil- 
lion men  each.  The  Western 
powers  suggested  a ceiling  of 
2 Vi  million.
